WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. — The 
Supreme Court today decided that 
gifts made before the revenue act 
of 1924 was enacted were. not sub- 
ject to tax under that act. 

On the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the act itself, the court 
stood 4 to 4. Those holding that 
the entire law, one provision of 
which imposed a tax on gifts made 
before it was enacted, was uncon- 
stitutional, were Chief Justice Taft 
and Justice Van Devanter, McRey- 
nolds and Butler. All agreed on 
the case presented from Michigan 
by John W. Blodgett, however, that 
the tax could not be made to apply 
to gifts made before the law was 
enacted. 

Justice Tolmes, in presenting the 
views of himself, Brandeis, Sanford 
and Stone, stated that, “‘on the gen- 
eral question whether there is 
power to tax gifts, I express no 
opinion.” He asserted, however, 
that he and his associates agreed 
that, so far as Blodgett was con- 
cerned, he was entitled to recover 
the taxes paid in respect of gifts 
made before the statute went into 
effect.” 

Justice McReynolds, speaking for 
himself and three other members 
of the court, stated that it was not 


| 
necessary in the case presented for 


them to determine the objections 
which had been advanced to the 
statute generally and that it was 
“unnecessary to express an opinion 
concerning the validity of the stat- 
ute as to transfers made subse- 
quent to June 2 (the date on which 
the law was enacted in 1924).” 

The gift tax remained on the 
statutes only .wa years, being re- 
pealed unde the revenue act of 
1926. It was i- posed in an effort 
to check evasion: «° the estate and 
inheritance tax.

Bl dgei.. befcre the act bec..me 
effective, made gifts valued at 
n ore than $872,000, of which $842,- 
6°6 were not charitable or other- 
wise exempted. 

The Government imposed a tax 
of more than $52,060 upon $800,-

that the tax could not be applied 
to gifts made before it became ef- 
fective, and that the Federal gov- 
ernment was prohibited from tax- 
ing State securities.

MRS. WILLIAM B. LEEDS. 


WOMAN PILOTS BOAT 
AT 63 MILES AN HOUR 


Mrs. William B. Leeds, Former 
Greek Princess, Sets Record 
With 24 Passengers.

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—All speed 
records for power boats carrying a 
load were broken at Cold Spring 
Harbor, Long Island, yesterday 
afternoon, 

In a test run Mrs. William B. 
Leeds, the former Princess Xenia 
of Greece, piloted the Fan Tail, a 
new torpedo type speed boat, 
around the harbor course, with 24 
passengers aboard, at an average 
speeg of 63% miles per hour. The 
load weight was estimated at 3700 
to 4000 pounds. 

Johannes Plum, designer of the 
boat, is a protege of Mrs. Leeds 
and her husband, heir to the $40,- 


000,000 tin plate fortune of his late 
father. 

A small crowd of power boat en- 
thusiasts was on the pier of the 
Leeds boathouse at Cold Spring 
Harbor when the strange craft put 
out for its first public speed test. 
Mrs. Leeds, muffled in a fur coat, 
was at the wheel; Plum, in naval 
uniform, at her side. 

Among the pasengers were 
Leeds, Gero von Gaevernits, young 
German banker; Charles’ Proctor, 
Demarest Lloyd, Karl Kenow and 
Tom Dome. Fred W. Horenburger, 
representing the racing committee 
of the American Power Boat As- 
sociation, timed the run,

GOVERNOR SENDS 
NATIONAL GUARD 
TO COAL DISTRICT 


Several Hundred Miners and 
Sympathizers, Attacking 
Property Near Denver, 
Met by Volley. 


MOTHER OF 16 
AMONG INJURED 


I. W. W.s Fight Hand-to- 
Hand, Using Stones and 
Sticks in Attack—Com- 
pany Had Issued Warning

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 21.—Four | 
unidenéified strikers were killed 
and nearly 20 were wounded early 
today when State policemen opened 
fire on several hundred strikers 
and their sympathizers who 
stormed the Columbine Coal Mine, 
3° miles north of Denver. 

The casualties were the first 
since the I. W. W. called a strike 
in the Colorado coal fields Oct. 
18. 

The Colorado National Guard 
was ordered to the coal field& by 
Gov. Adams this morning shortly 
after the shooting, 

Adjutant General Paul P. Newlon 
was instructed to go to Northern 
Colorado at once with several hun- 
dred guardsmen from Denver. 

Warnings had been issued by of- 
ficers of the Rocky Mountain Fuel 
Co., operators of the mine, that any 
attempt by the strikers to invade 
the property would be met by gun- 
fire. 

Puts Responsibility on Miners. 

Responsibility for the deaths 
rests squarely on the strikers 
themselves, Gov. .-uams declared 
in a formal statement. 

“Chief Louis Scherf of the State 
Law Enforcement squad had every 
patience with the advancing strik- 
ers and ordered his men to fire 
only when it appeared his own 
life and those of his deputies were 
in jeopardy,” the Governor said. 

One troop of cavalry, two ar- 
mored tanks, one headquarters 
company, four companies of infan- 
try and a medical detachment were 
ordered out. 

Two Women Among Wounded. 

The State police turned a hail c. 
bullets into the strikers after a 
hanl-to-hand fight in which the 
officers were overwhelmed by the 
larg. crowd that swarmed into the 
mine property and ignored com- 
mands to halt. There were some 
women symr thizers in the ranks 
o: the strikers. At least two wom- 
en were wounded. 

Strikers appeared at the mine at 
5:30 a. m. and started through the 
gates. Wielding their guns as 
clubs, the Volicemen made a futile 
attempt to halt the advance, The 
strikers used clubs, knives and 
stones to f@rce their way in. 

Scherf then rallied his offi- 
cers. Fcrming a new line, he again 
ordered the strikers to halt. When 
th+y kept comjng, Scherf fired two 
shots over the heads of the crowd, 
and then ordered his men to shoot 
into the ranks. The strikers appar- 
ently were unaware they were be- 
ing fired on until their renks be- 
gan to thin and the shricks of the 
wounded pierced the air. Then 
they retreated hastily, taking many 
of the wounded with them. Later 
they erected a white flag over an 
automobile and returned for sev- 
eral more wounded, 

Victims Left in Retreat. 

One of the dead and several of 
the wounded were left on th» mine 
property. The wounded were 
taken to hospitals at Lo-gmont 
and Boulder. 

Several State officers also were 
taken to hospitals suffering from 
injuries. They suffered broken 
shoulders from being struck with 
clubs. Bam Lee. one of the police- 
men, lost a finger. 

One of the injured was a woman 
dressed in the clothing of a man. 
Another woman was in a hospital 
at Boulder with a bullet wound, 
but her condition was not sertous.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—An 
impression that the Fall-Sinclair 
jury tampering investigation was 
approaching a grave and unexpect- 
ed development served today to re- 
vive a lagging interest in this most 
recent chapter of the naval reserve 
oil scandals. 

Reports of a prospective turn in 
the course of the inquiry, appar- 
ently well founded, have been 
bruited about the courthouse, 
arousing talk and speculation, but 
prosecuting officers have main- 
tained silence. 

The investigation now is in its 
fourth week, with the grand jury 
at the end of its work of delving 
into the case. and the place on 
Justice Siddons’ contenipt inquiry 
committee, left vacant by the resig- 
nation of District Attorney Gordon, 
is still unfilled. It is expected the 
committee will ‘be in a position 
to function soon, but there are 
no indications of when the grand 
jury will get down to its task of 
determining whether indictments 
are to be returned. ‘ 

Attorney Demands Retraction. 

Over the week-end, the situation 
was enlivened by a brisk exchange 
between Representative Hamilton 
Fish (Rep.). of New York, and 
Frank J. Hogan, counse! for Ed- 
ward L. Doheny in the latter’s trial 
and acquittal, with Albert B. Iall, 
on charges of conspiracy in connec- 
tion with their lease on the Elk 
Hills (California) naval oil re- 
serve. The attorney called atten- 
tion to a speech in which, he said. 
Fish had referred to Sinclair and 
Doheny as having attempted to 
“tamper with the jury.” 

Hogan demanded a retraction, 
asserting there had been no inti- 
mation of jury tampering in the 
Fall-Doheny trial and that there 
was “no ground upon which to 
base even an insinuation of such a 
fact.” 

Fish countered with a denial and 
a claim that he had been mis- 
quoted. 

“Of course, I know as well] as 
Mr. Hogan,” he said, “that Mr. 
Doheny was not a party to tam- 
pering with the jury, and this Is 
the first time I have heard such 
a question raised.” 

What he actually said, he con- 
tinued, was that, if Sinclair and 
Doheny were guilty of bribing a 
Cabinet officer, they had done 
more “than all the red commun- 
ists and anarchists combined” to 
destroy the faith of the people in 
their government and their belief 
in “the honesty of public officials 
and the integrity of big business." 
Blackmer’s Liberty Bonds Part of 

the $3,000,000? 

District Attorney Gordon has 
been so busy with jury tampering 
inquiry that, so far as known, he 
has not taken notice of sugges- 
tions that the $100,000 in first 3% 
per cent Liberty loan bonds seized 
from Harry M. Blackmer, missing 
witness in the Fall-Sinclair com- 
spiracy hearing. might be of the 
same $3,000,000 the Government 
traced to the Continental Trading 
Co., Ltd. The Government al- 
leged that $230,500 of the 33,000.- 
000 reached Fall, then Secretary of 
Interior, after he had leased Tea- 
pot Dome to Sinclair. The bonds 
are of the same series and issue. 
What became of the renfninder of 
the $3,000,000 is a mystery not yet 
made clear. 

The Blackmer bonds were seised 
Saturday by the Government after 
Blackmer had refused to return 
from Europe to testify regarding 
the Continental company. The 
seizure was made on order of Jus- 
tice Siddons of the Distric tof Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court. citing 
Blackmer to appear Jan. 6, 1928, 
to show cause why he should not 
be found in contempt of court for 
his failure to appear at the trial. 
The action was taken under the 
Walsh (Dem., Mont.) act. which 
empowered the court to seize up to 
$100,000 of the property of the wit- 
ness. The bonds were deposited by 
Blackmer’s attorneys, who plan to 
test the constitutionality of the 
law.

DENIED BY ROBINSON 


‘indiana Senator Says Shumaker 
Never Asked Him to Use 
Influence.

INDIANAPOLK, Ind., Noy. 21.— 
Arthur R. Robinson, United States 
Senator from Indiana, today denied 
before the Supreme Court here that 
Dr. E. S. Shumaker, superintendent 
of the Indiana Antisaloon League, 
had ever asked hi mto use his in- 
fluence in the contempt case 
against Shumaker in the Supreme 
Court. 

Robinson further said in a yYol- 
untary statement to the Court: 

“I have never tried to influence 
this Supreme Court, directly or in- 
directly. I have never tried to in- 
fluence the Attorney-General] of 
Indiana. Il have never asked any 
one else to influence this Court or 
the Attorney-General. I have never 
written a letter attempting to in- 
fluence this Court or the Attorney- 
General. I have never in a public 
speech ever mentioned this case.”’ 
Questioned by Attorney-General 
Gillion regarding the conversation 
between Shumaker and Senator 
James E. Watson over the tele- 
phone, while Shumaker was _s§ at 
Robinson's home, Robinson denied 
that Shumaker had at any time in 
the conversation mentioned the 
Methodist Church or had “threat- 
ened Watson with the power of the 
Methodist Church. and the Anti- 
Saloon League.” 

“However,” Robinson said, “I am 
under the impression that before 
or after the telephone conversation 
Dr. Shumaker said they would hold 
the Republican party at least part- 
ly responsible in his case.” 

Robinson, subpenaed by Gillion 
to testify in the hearing on the 
Attorney-General’s motion to in- 
crease the sentence imposed on the 
dry leader, declared that Shumaker 
had told him prior to his conversa- 
tion with Watson that he was not 
interested in the Supreme Court's 
disposal of his case, that he did not 
care whether the decision was for 
or against him, except that -he 
wanted it completed as early as 
possible. 

The Supreme Court last summer 
found Shumaker guilty of contempt 
in connection with published state- 
ments that it was prejudiced in de- 
cisions on liquor cases and im- 
posed a 60-day sentence On the 
State penal farm and a $250 fine.

Refund of $150,000,000 to 


Taxpayers Prevented by 
Final Decision on Penn- 


sylvania Man’s Suit.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2i. — The 
Government obtained an even 
break today in two Supreme Court 
tax decisions, involving hundreds 
of millions of dollars. 

It won its contention that in- 
comes from those holding leases 
on Indian tribal lands were taxable 
under the revenue laws enacted 
from 1916 to 1921. ioss of 
this suit, it had been contended, 
would have necessitated the re- 
funding of $150,000,000 to taxpay- 
ers. “ e suit was brought by Glen 
T. Braden of Pennsylvania, a hold- 
er of Osage Indian leases. 

In another case, however, the 
authority of the courts and the 
Board of Tax Appeals to review 
settlements made by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau involving war 
profits and excess profits taxes was 
upheld, déspite the Government’s 
contention that such a ruling would 
open the door to claims involving 
more than $100,000,000, which had 
already been collected. The deci- 
sion was modified, however, to 
permit the Government to appeal 
against the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Tax Appeals on grounds 
other than involved in the case at 
issue, which was brought by the 
Oesterlein Machine Co. of Cincin- 
nati. 

After a three-weeks recess the 
Court handed down a considerable 
volume of tax rulings, in addition 
to these two. Among them, it held 
that under the revenue act of 1918 
net earnings of companies for the 
fiscal years 1918 and 1919 must 
first be applied to making good the 
impairment of. capital resulting 
from deficits in operating before 
there could be any surplus for un- 
divided profits to be used tn in- 
creasing invested capital, and were 
therefore taxable. 


This case was brought 
Government against the 
Dairy Co. of Minnesota. 


In another case it was held Fed- 
eral taxpayers were not restricted 
in the recovery of taxes to the 
grounds stated when they file their 
claims for refunds. The question 
was raised by W. C. Tucker of 
Pawhuska, Ok., and the decision 
reversed in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, 


The Court held that under the 
revenue act of 1917 dividends were 
taxible as income for -the year 
when earzed. The question was 
raised in a case brought from the 
northern district of Ohio by F. H. 
Mason, and will affect the settle- 
ment of a large number of cases. 


In imposing license fees on in- 
surance companies for permission 
to do business within their borders, 
States were prohibited by the 
Court from using their gross tn- 
comes as a measure of the fee 
when a part of the income was re- 
ceived as interest from Liberty 
bonds or other tax exempt United 
States securities.

The demonstration today  fol- 
lowed a mass meeting iast night 
at Boulder, near the mine, attend- 
ed by many women. The princi- 
pal speaker was introduced by 
Adam Bell, chairman of the meet- 
ing, as “the duke,’’ who said he 
was a California longshoreman and 
a member of the I. W. W. He at- 
tacked State officials and mine 
company officers. 

Tels of Term in Prison. 
“The Duke” said he had served 
more than three years in a Cali- 
fornia prison for violation of the 
State’s criminal syndicalism act. 
Speaking of Gov. Adams and 
Thomas Annear, chairman of the 
State Industrial Commission, he de- 
clared them to be “either ignorant 
or villains.” 

Other speakers included a sister 
of Amelia Sablich, the “girl in red”’ 
who has been active in picketing, 
and William L. Lofgren, a Negro 
miner from Louisville. 

A statement issued at Laafyette 
by “the committee of striking min- 
ers of Colorado,” said the trouble 
started when the strikers entered 
the mining property on their usual 
morning trip to the _ postoffice, 
where demonstrations had been 
held previously. Twenty-four tear 
bombs were hurled into the crowd, 
but this did not disturb the march- 
ers, the committee said. 

Shooting Laid to “Fool Cop.” 
It was the act of a “fool speed 
cop” in firing into the strikers that 
started the fighting between the in- 
vaders of the mining property and 
State police, which ended when the 
squad of State officers opened fire 
point blank, the statement said. 
The committee declared calling 
of the Nationat Guard would “in- 
cite riot’ and ordered all Denver 
newspapers carrying strike “news 
seized and destroyed. There was 
not an armed miner in the crowd 
that fought with State police, 
committee asserted. Among those 
seriously injured was Mrs. Joseph 
Beranek of Lafayette, mother of 
16 children. The miners allege she 
was clubbed by the officers while 
she was shielding the body of Ad- 
am Bell, leader of the strike in 
Northern Colorado, who had fall- 
en before the clubs of the officers. 

Scherf had teen directing the 
State law enforcement detachment 
in the Southern Colorado fields, but 
went to the Columbine mine yes- 
terday when it appeared the situa- 
tion was heading toward a crisis.

The 
strike has been declared illegal by 
the State Industrial Commission. 

I. W. W. Calls Members. 

Today’s demonstration followed 
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I. W. W. publications for all ‘“‘foot- 
loose’ members to assemble in Col- 
orado to aid in extending the 
strike. 

Although strike activities appar- 
ently have been centered in the 
northern field, State police were 
ordered to remain on duty in the 
southern area, particularly in the 
Walsenburg district, where the

He was over-ruled 
when Sibbald pointed out he had

The action of Judge Shook in 
circumscribing the opening re- 
marks was regarded as a severe 
blow to Remus. Just before court 
opened Remus had said: 

“I have lived with my opening 
statement and my memories for 
weeks. My address will be entire- 
ly extemporaneous, I will require 
no notes.”

FIGHT TWO-TRIRDS RULE 


Neither Will It Seek Delegates 
in Favorite Son States, Says 
New York Times. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The New 
York Times says today it has 
learned from an authoritative 
source that friends of Gov. Smith 
will make no effort to change the 
rule requiring a two-thirds vote to 
nominate the candidate for the 
presidency at the Democratic na- 
tional convention. 

The Times, which is friendly to 


Smith, says a survey of the national 
political situation has convinced 
friends of the Governor that there 
is little likelihood that his op- 
ponents will get a block of more 
than a third dry, anti-Catholic 
delegates. 

The Governor’s supporters be- 
lieve that agitation against the two- 
thirds rulé would provoke ill feel- 
ing that might prevent the Gov- 
ernor’s election, should he be nom- 
inated. and that it would be well 
‘for the sake of party harmony to 
avoid any conflict over the rule. 

Barring a change in the situa- 
tion, the Times says, the Gov- 
ernor’s friends here are convinced 
he will have a two-thirds majority. 
After the early ballots, the Gov- 
ernor is expected by his friends to 
win considerable support from the 
Southern states. Enforcement of 
the unit rule by direction of the 
state conyentions might prevent 
the casting of a number of Smith 
votes by some of the Southern 
delegates. 

Because of a desire to show 
courtesy to favorite son and other 
‘candidates there will be no fight 
for Smith votes among the dele- 
gates from Missouri, Ohio, Mary- 
land, Indiana, Montana and Ne- 
braska, the article says.

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NEW FORD DESCRIBED 
BY CANADIAN PAPER 


Toronto Star Gives Minute De- 
tails, but Does Not Tell Source 
of Information. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TORONTO, Ont, Nov. 21— 
Without quoting any authority or 
otherwise disclosing the source of 
its information, the Toronto Star 
has published a copyrighted news 
article purporting to give. the 
specifications of the new Ford car. 

According to the Star, the new 
car has four cylinders, standard 

sliding three speed forward and 
reverse gearset, multiple dise 
clutch, counter-balanced crank- 
shaft, four-wheel brakes, 103% 
inch wheelbase, irreversible steer- 
ing gear, one-piece ste el spoked 
wheels, pressure chassis lubrica- 
tion and combination pump and 
splash engine oiling system, chas- 
sis insulation, three-quarter float 
rear axle, transverse springs, sin- 
gle coil distributor ignition and en- 
tirely new superstructures that 
in finish, upholstering, equipment 
and appointment surpass any for- 
mer product of the mammoth Ford 
plants. 

The new Ford car will do a mile 
ina minute. It will make a rate of 
speed of 40 miles an hour in second 
gear, will accelerate from § to 25 
miles an hour in 8 seconds and 
average 30 miles a gallon of gaso- 
line. Its turning radius, an impor- 
tant factor in parking and in con- 
gested traffic, is 17 feet. 

There are six passenger car mod- 
els. The Ford-coined titles, Tudor 
and Fordor, are continued to desig- 
nate the two-door sedan, coach or 
brougham, and the four-door se- 
dan, respectively. The former is a 
two-window, the latter a_ three- 
window model. The sport coupe is 
a smart cabriolet coupe type with 
landaulet side irons and rumble 
seat. The coupe is of the two-win- 
dow type, the phaeton a smartly 
lined touring model, and the road- 
ster, like the sport coupe, has a 
rumble seat. 

There are several distinctly An- 
gio-European features apparent 
even in a casual superficial inspec- 
tion of the new Ford models. 

The low swung sweeping lines, 
the well-rounded upper rear quar- 
ters of the closed models, wire 
wheels of the steel welded spoke 
type, the down and forward swept 
mouldings from the windshield 
standards all suggest the influence 
of the English custom coach build- 
ing school. Spare wheels and tires 
are carried on the rear of all mod- 
els and dual bar bumpers and 
bumperettes contribute to the ap- 
parent length and sweep of the 
cars. 

Possibly in nothing is the new 
Ford car a more radical departure 
from the series its supplants than 
in its comprehensive equipment. 
This includes automatic windshield 
wiper (for closed models), rear 
view mirror, speedometer, dash 
light. gasoline gauge. ammeter. 
motor-driven hern, combination 
tail and stop light, gun visor, one- 
piece windshield, thief-proof igni- 
tion lock, four hydraulic shock ab- 
sorbers, foot accelerator and 
starter. 

A wide range of color options is 
offered—another radical departure 
from the traditiona! Ford practice. 

The new Ford engine is of the 
unit construction type. It peaks at 
2200 revolution a minute with 40 
actually developed horsepower. Its 
tax formula rating is 24.03 horse-

Document Outlining Reform Plan Smuggled 
Out of Country—Tells of Hard 
Lot of Peasants.

LONDON, Nov. 21.—The vigor- 
Ous row in Russia between the 
Stalin wing of the Communist party 
and Trotzky and Zinovieff, who 
have been expelled from the party, 
has centered recently around a 
mysterious “program” which 


Trotzky prepared and tried to foist 
upon the party chiefs. 
Mysterious, because the Moscow 


government has vigorously tried to 


Suppress the Trotzky document, 
and Stalin has declared that its 
publication “would cause irrepar- 
able injury to the party and our 
state and therefore cannot be per- 
mitted.” 

But Trotzky has succeeded in 
smuggling the “program,” which is 
70 pages long, out of Russia into 
the hands of foreign Communists. 
and it is believed it soon. will be 
published in full here and in Ger- 
many. Meanwhile, a summary 
which seems to be genuine and to 
be based on a study of the original 
text will appear in a forthcoming 
number of a Communist weekly 
here. 

Internal Evidence of Genuineness. 

I write “seems to be genuine” 
because it is customary to regard 
with suspicion any political docu- 
ments emanating from Russia. 
This one at any rate bears every 
internal evidence of authenticity 
and it is promised, will shortly be 
backed up by publication of the 
full text. 

Trotzky’s indictment of the pre- 
vailing government of Russia is as 
telling as though it had been done 
by the most virulent enemy. He di- 
vides it into two parts, the first 
dealing with the facts about how 
Russia is governed, the second em- 
bodying his proposals for reform. 
It is naturally the first part of his 
document which will attract most 
attention in the outside world. 

In Soviet Russia, at present, 
Trotzky writes, private capital 
manufactuges more than 40 per 
cent of the goods made in the 
country and the Russian consumer 
buys more than half that he con- 
sumes from the capitalist and not 
from the state. This is a direct 
violation of the fundamental] thesis 
of the Bolshevik creed, as formu- 
lated before Lenine, in the face of 
general economic collapse, intro- 
duced the “new economic policy.” 

Appalling Condition of Peasant. 

The fate of the peasant under 
Bolshevism is described by Trotzky 
in figures that are appalling. Prices 
paid to the peasant for food are 
now only one-quarter higher than 
before the revolution, while the 
peasant must pay for clothes, tools, 
everything that he buys for cash, 
two and one-half times as much as 
under the Czar. The land tax, 
Trotzky says, weighs upon the poor 
peasant but not upon the rich, who 
protects himself by forming an 
association with his comparatively 
wealthy neighbors, and thus es- 
capes much taxation and gets bet- 
ter terms for what he sells and 
wholesale prices for what he buys. 

Turning to the conditions of the 
working classes in the cities, Trotz- 
ky produces figures that may well 
account for’ the government’s at- 
tempt to suppress them. The work- 
ing day, he says, nominally 10 
hours, is really in most cases “un- 


limited,” while the real wages in 
terms of purchasing power are 
lower than. under the Czar and 
have declined in the last two years. 

Vast inefficiency in factory man- 
agement also is indicated by fig- 
ures showing that in the Govern- 
ment factories during the last year 
there were 97.6 accidents involving 
total incapacity for each 1000 
workmen. There seems to be no 
serious provision in Russia for 
workmen’s compensation. Such as 
exists, Trotzky says, “is absolutely 
inadequate.” 

2,000,000 Unemployed. 


Unemployment in industry, 
Trotzky charges, is far worse than 
admitted.” There are about 2,- 
000,000 industrial unemployed, he 
says, instead of 147,000 officially 
admitted. Relief to these unfor- 
tunates, he charges, averages only 
11.9 roubles per month, or about 
60 cents a week. 

Strikes in Coviet Russia, it ap- 
pears from the Trotzky analysis, 
are not healthy for their promoters, 
or for the strikers. Trotzky com- 
plains of a “violent growth of in- 
dustrial conflicts’ in recent years, 
and declares their settlement has 
almost always been “not concilia- 
tory but compulsory.” . 

He charges that relations bhe- 
tween employers and employed are 
becoming in many cases “similar to 
those in the pre-revolutionary pe- 
riod.” He declares the masses of 
trade union members were never 
so far from managing industry on 
a Socialist basis as today. Nomin- 
ally, councils on which the work- 
ers are represented control the: fac- 
tories. In reality, says Trotzky, the 
workers “distrust” these councils, 
which are poorly attended by work- 
ing class representatives, and he 
quotes as typical the remark of a 
worker delegate when asked why 
he kept away from his works 
council, ““We mustn't be too active. 
If we want to earn a morsel of 
bread we must keep our mouths 
shut.’”’ 

There are 1,600,000 agricultural 
laborers concerning whose wages 
statistics are available, Trotzky 
writes, and these show that in the 
aggregate they received only 63 per 
cent of their pre-war wages, ex- 
pressed in terms of purchasing 
power. Of these only one-fifth be- 
long to unions. 

Trotzky’s Program. 

After the indictment, 
produces his “program.” It is ex- 
pressed in general terms, and it 
may be inferred that the anxiety 
of Stalin and the governing chiefs 
in Moscow to stippress the docu- 
ment is based not on ‘the “pro- 
gram” itself, the measures of re- 
form Trotzky advocates, but on his 
analysis of facts and his attack on 
official government § statistics in 
the words: 

“Our whole system of labor sta- 
tistics must be revised, for at 
present these give a false and ob- 
viously too optimistic idea of the 
wages and everyday living condi- 
tions of the working masses.” 

Trotzky advocates, as remedial 
measures, a strictly enforced eight- 
hour day for all workers; higher 
wages to correspond with “increase 
of productivity of labor,” a sugges- 
tion that seems American in its 
theory, and divorce of works coun- 
cils and works committees made 
up of employes from the manage- 
ment of factories. There also is 
much criticism of “bureaucratic 
abuses.”

BUDAPEST, Nov. 21.—A_ re- 
newed campaign against letting 
Jews enter Hungarian universities 
without restrictions has been begun 
under leadership of the Naticnalist 
Society, “Awakened Hungary,” to 
which only Magyars may belong. 

Jewish students in universities 
and technical schools have been at- 
tacked again since the Government 
announced its intention of reform- 
ing numerous’ clauses which limit 
Jewish students. The new law, 
however, will not help the Jews 
as much as was at first believed. 

It gives preference to certain 
elasses of students, children of 
state functionaries and members 
of war veterans societies which are 
part of the exclusively Magyar 
movement. Jews will not be lim- 
ited directly because of their race 
or religion but the effect will be 
the same, it is predicted. Slovaks, 
Rumanians and Croats in Hungary 
will be under the same disability.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Accus- 
ing Gov. Smith of falsehood and 
flippancy in his public attitude on 
the so-called Catholic question, 


John Jay Chapman, poet and writ- 
er, and overseer of Harvard Uni- 


newspapers yesterday revived the 
discussion of the fitness of a Cath- 
olic to be President of the United 
States. 

Chapman protested three years 
ago against the election of a Ro- 
man Catholic to be a Harvard Fel- 
low, and at frequent intervals has 
engaged in newspaper contro- 
versies. He takes up the discussion 
where it was left when Gov. Smith 
replied to C, C. Marshall, Episco- 
palian, a retired lawyer and an au- 
thority on canon law, last winter. 

Chapman takes for his text an 
excerpt from an editorial in the 
New York Times, which referred to 
Gov. Smith’s “unquestioned integ- 
rity,” and said that “when the Gov- 
ernor stands up before the whole 
country as a good Catholic and de- 
clares that in all civil matters the 
church is subordinate to the state, 
the old charges that this is true 
cannot be raised without accusing 
Alfred Smith of falsehood.” 

Chapman endeavors to show that 
Gov. Smith was in fact guilty of 
falsehood in his reply to the Mar- 
shall letter. Chapman is 65 years 
old. He is a graduate of Harvard 
and for a time practiced law. 
Among his essays are “Notes on 
Religion,” 1915, and “Letters and 
Religion,” 1923. 

Gov. Smith’s Honesty the Issue. 

“I agree with the New /York 
Times that the ‘honesty’ of Gov. 
Smith is the crux of the Roman 
Catholic question at the present 
time,” he writes: “People are 
thinking and talking about the 
Roman question by the light of 
the honesty of Gov. Smith, and 
one is, as it were, obliged to take 
up the subject from this point of 
view. Moreover, if a presidential 
election is to turn on the question 
of Gov. Smith’s ‘honesty’ with re- 
gard to the .tioman question, it is 
absolutely necessary to examine his 
statements about that question 
With care. 

“Mr. Smith has arrived at the 
point in his career where he makes 
his bow to the American people at 
large as a possible candidate for 
the Presidency. The people want 
to know where he stands on the 
Roman Catholic issue. His letter 
to Mr. Marshall is devoted to that 
issue. Is this letter an honest ut- 
‘erance ? 

“In it Mr. Smith takes the 
ground thatt here is no such is- 
sue in American politics as the 
Roman Catholic church. He has 
never heard of such an issue. The 
people who talk of such an issue, 
he says, have dragged their thesis 
from the limbo of defunct contro- 
versies. 

“And yet\the proposed nomina- 
tion of Smith by the Catholic wing 
of the Democratic party raised 
such a storm in the canvention of 
1924 as almost to split the party. 
North and South, East and West 
rocked with it. Smith’s name was 
thereupon withdrawn. One is 
driven to reflect that if the roaring 
of that convention could not teach 
Smith that the issue existed he is 
hard of heating.” 

Quotes Parochial Schoolbook. 

The writer then quotes an ex- 
cerpt which he said was taken 
from the Catholic “Manual of 
Christian Doctrine,” bearing the 
imprimatur of Cardinal Dougher- 
ty and used, Chapman says, in 
Catholic parochial schools. 

The excerpt, in question and an- 
swer form, declares the State may 
not separate from th: church, “be- 
cause it may not withdraw from 
the upreme rule of Christ.” It 
also condemns liberalism, defined 
as “founded on liberty of conscience 
-:nd of-worship, of liberty of 
speech and of thé press,” because 
“it denies all subordination of the 
state to the church.” 

“Mr. Smith says that he never 
heard of any such stuff being 
taught in the parochial schools,” 
continues Chapman, “or of any- 
body who claimed it was. He says 
that any group of Cat’-*'cs shoul 
teach it is unthinkable. Can you 
believe Mr, Smith here?

21.—Herman 
Bernstein, editor, who recently 
withdrew a $290,000 libel suit 
against Henry Ford after the lat- 
ter had apologized for anti-Jewish 
articles in the Dearborn Indepen- 
dent, today made public an inter- 
view with him, in which the auto- 
mobile manufacturer discussed a 
Wide variety of subjects. 

Ford believes that airplanes car- 
rying 200 passengers will be in 
general use in five or 10 years.

Ford spoke highly of Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, 
describing him as a man of extra- 
ordinary constructive achievement. 
He believed he would make an 
ideal President. 

Unemployment and 
breed wars and revolutions, the 
automobile manufacturer told 
Bernstein at Detroit, in urging hard 
work as the agent for peace and 
progress. Terming work “the only 
salvation of the world today,,” 
Ford asserted, “Germany is one of 
the best examples of a nation get- 
ting on its feet again after a dread- 
ful catastrophe. I believe. that 
Russia will also come into her own. 
China will also readjust herself.” 

“I am not working merely for 
today or only for myself. I be- 
lieve that we should do all we 
can, not only ‘for ourselves, but 
also for posterity.”

ATHENS, Nov. 21. — To make 
sure that her converts to Chris- 
tianity would not recant, a Rus- 
sian refugee, known only by her 
given name of Tamara, killed 
them immediately after baptizing. 
The number of her coagverts is not 
yet known, but the police have 
discovered that the girl married 
three of them. One of her hus- 
bands was a Chinese whom she 
had converted from Confucianism 
to Christianity, and it was his 
death that led to her capture. 

Tamara was respected by her 
neighbors as an unusually devout 
young woman. Her room was 
filled with religious images and 


had hitherto made no impression 
on the community. 

But after having murdered her 
Chinese husband, a merchant at 
Piréaus, she tried to convert anoth- 
er merchant of the same race. A 
Greek woman who knew the sec- 
ond Chinaman induced him to find 
out what had become of the first. 
His investigations led to the dis- 
covery of remnants of a charred 
body on what had been a funeral 
pyre.

RABAT, Morocco, Nov. 21.—Sev- 
enteen-year-old Mohammed Ben 
Mulai Yuseff, otherwise known as 
Sidi Mulai Hamada, the new Sultan 
of Morocco, gave his first birthday 
of sultanese authority yesterday by 
dismissing Sidi Ben Habadou, mas- 
ter of the Sultan’s palace at Rabat, 
by a ‘t2lephone message.

income of $90,000,000,000 in for- 
eign countries, to permit these 
countries to purchase American 
produce in return and to enable 
them to meet their obligations to 
this country for the capital sup- 
plied them since the war,” said 
Paish. 
“The present situation is a seri- 
ous one,” he continued. “The 
amount: of credit granted both at 
home and abroma dy the United 
States in the/13-year period since 
the beginning of the war has been 
so vast that the great reservoir of 
new credit which alterations of the 
bank reserve law and the immense 
gold imports ‘created has been 
largely utilized. Aes 

$4,000,000,000 in New Capital. 

“There is no present indication 
of monetary stringency in the 
United States. Figures show that 
there was $4,000,000,000 worth of 
new capital issued during the first 
half of 1927. Nevertheless, should 
new credit continue to be created 
after the manner of recent years, 
it is evident that the available sup- 
plies will be exhausted in the not 
distant future.” '

NO HOLDUP PRICES. 

City Counselor Muench believes that a standing 
commission should be created to handle the business 
of condemning real estate which the city takes over 
for municipal purposes. 

The present plan, by which a Judge of the Circuit 
Court in which the suit is filed appoints a special 
commission, usually of three members, to fix the 
awards of damages for property so taken, is unsatis- 
factory, in Mr. Muench’s judgment. He has rather 
convincing facts and figures for his opinion. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch published a tabulation, 
prepared by Engineer Bartholomew of the City Plan 
Commission, of 15 condemnation cases in which ex- 
cessive awards are alleged to have been allowed by 
special commissioners, as compared with the City 
Plan Commission estimates of values. 

The total of awards by the special commissioners 
in these 15 instances, exceeds the total estimate of 
the City Plan Commission by $1,583,872. The Post- 
Dispatch is, of course, unable to say which set of 
estimates—that of the City Plan Commission or that 
of the special commissioners—would be a fair com- 
pensation for the owners of these properties. It is 
patent, however, that, if the City Plan Commission’s 
estimates are approximately reasonable and just, the 
allowances of the special commissioners are decidedly 
excessive. The City should, if possible, take steps to 
protect itself against such extortion. 

Counselor Muench argues for a standing commis- 
sion, made up of men of known public spirit, who know 
real estate values, and who would be properly paid 
for their important work. The creation of such a 
commission will require an amendment to the City 
Charter. The question of whether the State Consti- 
tution will permit the proposed charter amendment 


should be called te the attention of 
the public. 7

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BOGUS CHECKS AT. COLUMBIA. 

A dispatch to a St. Louis newspaper from Columbia, 
Mo; asserts that the merchants of that town hold 
7000 bad checks given by students of the University 
of Missouri. It seems incredible, yet the university 
authorities have done nothing to clear the institu- 
tion’s name if the charge is not true. On the con 
trary, later advices are the effect that the dean of 
the men has met with the Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion and will use his influence toward having bad 
checks redeemed and accounts of long standing paid. 
The intentional issuance of a bogus check is no mild 
and venial act of wayWwardness; it is indicative of a 
degree of moral depravity warranting incarceration 
in the penitentiary in the protection of honest men. 
Surely, if this offense is so common as reported—of 
nearly two checks for each student, men and women 
—the university authorities Must have been repeat- 
edly informed. What can be said of a faculty that 
would permit so grave an evil to grow to such pro- 
portions? 
And what of the student organization and body 
that tolerates it? In our better colleges and universi- 
ties, no lapse is dealt with more severely than is 
cheating. The inculcation of the necessity of hon- 
orable conduct demands it. And in many institu- 
tions, where the honor system obtains, it is not the 
university authorities but the honor committee of 
students that wields the power to send home a col- 
league detected in any dishonorable dealings. 

The bogus check will disappear from: Columbia 
when the power of dismissal is freely exercised, as 
it should have been against the first and all subse- 
quent utterers. 
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BAKERISM FOUND GUILTY. 

There is no startling news in the statement of 
William R. Schneider, candidate for the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination, that Gov. Sam Baker and 
his camorra of favorite jobholders employed under- 
cover measures to kill the recent plans for reorganiz- 
ing the State government. But as a political har- 
binger, it is significant, for it proves that the concern 
of the Republicans from now on will be to avoid the 
blight of Baker and all his works. 

The attempt to get Representative Newton tc con- 
tend for the nomination, to be sure, had already told 
us what to expect. The Republicans wanted Newton. 
not just because he was popular, but because his 
presence in Washington had rendered him free from 
the incubus of Bakerism. The refusal of former 
Judge Otto to run was another indication of which 
way the tide was going. One cursory look at what 
awaited any candidate tarred with the Baker stick, 
and the youthful crony of the Governor knew that 
he did not choose to run.

THE DREGS OF THE TEAPOT. 

Public curiosity ig demanding a complete audit of 
that crooked concern, the Continental Trading Co. 
Except for the piker’s bit of $230,500, doled out to 
Albert B. Fall for the lease of Teapot Dome, the dis- 
position of the balance of that furtive project's state- 
ly profits remains a mystery. The unaccounted bal- 
ance is placed at $2,770,000. The people know who 
might have shared in that swag. The names of those 
eminent oil men have appeared so repeatedly in print 
that they have become by-words. Blackmer, O'Neill, 
Stewart, Sinclair and their lawyer, Osler, were the 
conspirators and the presumable beneficiaries. But 
a rumor has persisted in Washington for several 
years that some of this money was used to defray 
the deficit incurred by the Republican National Com- 
mittee in the presidential campaign of 1920 in which 
Mr. Harding was elected President and Mr. Coolidge 
Vice, President. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska, in an interview with 
a correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, candidly dis- 
cusses that rumor. Candidly, too, he expresses sur- 
prise that President Coolidge has never instructed the 
Department of Justice to investigate this matter. 
Candidly, again, he points out that, unless action is 
taken, the statute of limitations will presently inter- 
vene to prevent forever any legal inquiry into the 
sorry tale. And holding such concealment contrary 
to justice, to sound public policy and inimical to the 
good name of the Republican party, Mr. Norris says 
he may ask the Senate to conduct this investigation. 

That is the logical course, in view of the fact that 
it was the Senate that inserted the first probe into 
the historic scandal, in the form of the elder La Fol- 
lette’s resolution, that the exposure was almost ex- 
clusively the work of Senator Walsh of Montana, that 
it was the Senate’s resolution, backed by pub- 
lic opinion, which compelled Mr. Coolidge to- appoint 
Owen J. Roberts and former Senator Pomerene as spe- 
cial Government counsel to prosecuté the case. 

And an all but forgotten episode in that 1920 cam- 
paign may be recalled as providing additional stimu- 
lus for the completion of this task. We refer to the 
charge of a gigantic slush fund made by the Demo- 
cratic candidate, James M. Cox,. in his Pittsburg 
speech. Mr. Cox may have filed his indictment on 
insufficient proof, but he did offer circumstantial evi- 
dence. Did his precipitate action alter the financing 
plans of the Republican National Committee? The 
question seems fair, in the lurid light of the Harding 
administration’s carnival of corruption. The cam- 
paign record; to be sure, contains the indignant de- 
nial of Mr. Cox’s accusation by the Republican chair- 
man, Will.Hays. Yet, so far as the public knows, the 
persistent rumor in Washington, which Norris has 
spoken of, regarding the settlement of the commit- 
tee’s deficit, has never evoked any denial, mild or 
fierce, from Mr. Hays. 

Anyhow, the debts, apparently, were paid. Were 
they paid out of the proceeds of that infamous enter- 
prise, the Continental Trading Co.? Is that the an- 
swer to the haunting question: “What became of the 
bonds?” Is that final infamy still simmering in the 
dregs of the Teapot? 
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A DILEMMA. 

The hard, unpleasant facts of our intervention in 
Nicaragua are putting a severe strain on those trust- 
ing souls who have countenanced our policy down 
there on the theory that President Coolidge and his 
all-wise advisers must know best and that surely they 
could do no wrong anyway. 

For instance, when we undertook to give the Nica- 
raguans a lesson in self-government by marines and 
bombing planes, the administration informed the coun- 
try that there were only about a hundred or so na- 
tives who were unfavorable to our mini{strations. 
However, with the news that six Nicaraguan rebels 
have been killed at La Cruz the total of unapprecia- 
tive natives killed by our forces is brought to well 
over 400. 

In what a dilemma this puts the trusting souls who 
have defended intervention and called all critics of 
it either captious or in the pay of Moscow! These 
trusting ones must now either conclude that the ad- 
ministration didn’t know what it was talking about 
or that a Nicaraguan rebel has the proverbial lives 
of a cat. 
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Our faith in Mussolini is shattered if he can’t quiet 
the local Fascists. 
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COMMENTS ON THE EVIDENCE. 

In 1920 the Supreme Court upheld, in the case of 
Horning vs. U. S., the right of a Federal Judge to 
comment on the evidence in a criminal case in these 
words: 


In conclusion I will say to you that a failure 
' by you (the jury) to bring in a verdict in this 
casé Can arise only from a willful and flagrant 
disregard of the evidence and the law as I have 
given it to you, and a violation of your obliga- 
tion as jurors. * * * I cannot tell you in so 
many words to find the defendant guilty, but 
what I say amounts to that. 


As late as 1926, in the case of Seiden vs. U. 8.. the 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals at New York, citing 
with approval the Horning case, declared: 


If they will, jurors may set at defiance law and 
reason and refuse to find the accused guilty; 
when they do, he escapes, however plain his guilt. 
But though that is within their power, it is not 
within their right; they are as much bound by 
the law as a court. No Judge is bound to recog- 
nize or even to mention that power in his deal- 
ings with them; on the contrary, he may and or- 
flinarily should, direct. them to convict, if they 
find the necessary facts. Indeed, if these be ad- 
a he may even direct them Outright to con- 
vict. 


In the Edgewater (N. J.) prohibition case, in which 
(the Mayor and other officials were involved, Federal 


, 
Judge Meekins quoted the above in a supplemental 


charge to the jury when it came in for further in- 
structions, and all were convicted. 

The same Circuit Court of Appeals at New York, 
considering the Edgewater case on appeal, now de 
clares that the use of this quotation, “while appropri- 
ate for the question presented in the Seiden case, Was 


inappropriate here, particularly at the stage of the 
trial when it was used by the trial Judge.” Then, 
continuing: 


Its use could not have been designed as helpful 
| in assisting the jury in arriving at its unbiased 
| judgment. However correct the legal judgment 
was in that opinion, the use made by the trial] 
| Judge at this important hour of the jury's de- 
bate, in effect and in substance. told the jury- 
| mer that a verdict of not guilty would be set- 
ting at defiance law and reason. it was, by in- 
dfrection, what the law forbids a Judge to do di- 
rectly. & verdict in a criminal case. 


This is hopeful, but the decision of the Supreme 
‘Court in the Horning case ig not yet reversed.

QBEDIENCE TO BAD LAWS.

Y resorting to extreme measures the 


Government for a time may compel 
obedience to a bad or foolish law. Even 
the laws against witchcraft succeeded until 
juries refused to convict and judges re- 
fused to sentence.. But as President Cool- 
idge well says, “True laws are discovered, 
not made.” Such laws grow out of the 
customs and habits of the people. They 
are easy to enforce because they were really 
in existence prior to finding concrete ex- 
pression in legal phraseology. Passive re- 
sistance to unwise or tyrannical laws may 
at times exemplify a higher virtue than 
abject obedience to them. We think no leas 
of the early Christians for practicing their 
religion against the laws of the Roman 
Empire; no sess of our forefathers for 
*‘hrowing the tea overboard in Boston 
harbor to show their contempt for the 
Stamp Act; no less of the agitators against 
slavery for defying the Dred Scott decision. 

We cite these instances—and many more 
might be cited—not to justify disobedience 
of the prohibition law but to help the Com- 
mittee of One Thousand to appreciate that 
respect for law depends to a very large de- 
gree on whether the law is respectable. We 
agree with President butler that “violation 
of law is bad of itself’ and that “for a 
whole nation to witness the flagrant evar.on 
of their charter of Gevernment is to breed 
in them open defiance of every right.” But 
this gets us back to the question. does the 
fault lie with the people or with the law?

As will have been noted, “The 
Man Who Was Born Again” is a 
highly original tale, and, though 
fantastic to the point of madness 
at times, there are moments of 
vision in it that make one wonder.

CITED FOR HERO MEDAL 
FOR SAVING Sik LIVES 


C. M. Taylor, Railway Mail 
Clerk, Rescued Women 
and Children in Wreck. 


a 


Charles M. Taylor, St. Louis rail- 
way mail clerk, has been recom- 
mended to the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission by Postmaster-Gener- 
al New as worthy of reward for 
his part in rescuing passengers in 
the Rock Island train wreck at 
Centaur, St. Louis County, Sept. 12. 

Taylor. a postal employe for 22 
years, is 42 years old, and resides 
with his wife and three children at 
4002 Castleman @venue. He Is 6 
feet 3 inches tall, and weighs 220 
pounds. 

Twenty-four men, 

children were injured in the 
wreck. As was told tn the Post- 
Dispatch at the time, 10 adults and 
children were in a Pullman which 
slid down an embankment into the 
Missouri River, partly submerging. 
Taylor, Charles’ Blaske, express 
messenger of St. Louis; William E 
Dunlap, conductor, of Eldon, Mo.. 
Deak Ewing, Negro chef, of Kan- 
sas City, and others whose names 
were not obtained, went into the 
water and helped ashore those who 
could not swim. 
In his report to superiors, on 
the basis of which the recommen- 
dation to the Carnegie Commis- 
sion was made, Taylor says he and 
Blaske, went to the sleeper, after 
they had locked the mail car. 

Just inside the sleeper’s front 
door, Taylor rescued two women 
passengers, one having to be car- 
ried out on account of an injured 
foot. Then he made his way 
down the‘ aisle to where two wom- 
en were holding two small chil- 
dren above the water in the car. 

“I tried to‘hurry, but the aisle 
was wait deep in water and the 
angle of the floor was such that I 
kept slipping over to the deep 
side,” Taylor reported. “Then it 
was necessary to swim. Reaching 
the children,.I found a window 
open in the next compartment, but, 
try as I did, I could not remove the 
screen. Finally I pulled up a sec- 
tion from a seat. This had been 
under water and was heavy, which 
made a fine battering ram, and I 


women and 


j never stopped until frame and all 


of the window were battered out. 
The two children and two women 
were lifted out through the win- 
dow one at a time and handed to 
Blaske on top of the car. 

“T rescued none but women and 
children. The men didnot need 
it. They came out like rats. I tried 
to help a man when I first came 
to the water’s edge, but he didn't 
need it. He was giving a fine ex- 
ample of how a dog swims and he 
passed up that 40-foot bank still 
swimming and moaning.”

COOLIDGE HEARS 
A.F.L APPEAL TO 
END COAL STRIKE 


Tells Workers He Will Con- 
sider Whether He Can 
Call Conference of Mine 
Owners and Men. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge today promised a 
delegation of coal miners that he 
would confer with Secretary Davis 
of the Labor Department to de- 
termine whether he could call a 
conference of miners and operators 
to settle their disputes in Penn- 
Sylvania, Ohio and West Virginia. 
After the coal miners had de- 
parted, an explanation was issued 
at the White House saying that Mr. 
Coolidge had not committed him- 
self to the ealling of a conference 
and that he felt that unless both 
miners and operators desired the 
conference there would. be little 
reason for calling one. 
Refers Miners to I. C. C. 
It was also made plain 


that 


in the charge that certain large 
carriers were depressing coal 
prices, it was not in his province 
to act and that he had recommend- 
ed that the miners take up the 
question with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

The delegation, headed by Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and John 
L, Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, also asked the 
President to recommend a congres- 
sional investigation of an alleged 
conspiracy by some railroads to de- 
press prices of bituminous coal. 

Green, as spokesman for 
group, also protested against the 
use of the injunction in Federal 
and State courts, declaring that re- 
cently issued by Federal Judge 
Schoenmaker of Pennsylvania was 
a travesty upon the rights of 
miners. 

The situation in the soft coal 
area was described by Green as 
“tragic and distressing” and he de- 
clared that some action would have 
to be taken to afford relief. 

Green Urges Conference. 

In connection with his request 
for an investigation of alleged ef- 
forts to depress coal prices, Green 
told the President that 331-3 per 
cent of all bituminous coal mined 
was consumed by the carriers and 
that therefore this consumption 
was a vital factor in determining 
coal prices. 

“The freight rate structure,” 
Green said, “is based on a reason- 
ably fair price for fuel which, if 
maintained, would enable the coal 
operators to pay a decent wage 
asked by the miners. 

“We believe that if the President 
would use his great office and 
moral influence to call a confer- 


ence that the difficulty would we 
settled and the tragic and dis- 
tressing situation in three states 
would be ended.” 

Injunctions Assailed. 

“We were particularly interest- 
ed,” Green said after the confer- 
ence, “in telling Mr. Coolidge of 
what we consider the abusive use 
of Federal and state injunctions, 
particularly that one which was is- 
sued in Pennsylvania recently re- 
straining striking miners from 
talking with miners at work, pre- 
venting them from taking food to 
nonworking miners and even went 
so far as to prevent the holding of 
religious services in a church.” 

Elaborating on Green’s charge 
that large carriers were depressing 
coal prices, President Lewis said 
the Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral and Baltimore & Ohio roads 
were the chief offenders.

He’s On Crutches Now. 

Lintzenich is making his way 
around now on crutches with his 
right knee tightly bound. The liga- 
ments are “pulled,” the result of 
being tackled on Creighton’s five- 
yard line in the first quarter. 
Whether or not these ligaments 
will regain their original “tone” by 
Thursday is highiy problematical 
and the chances ere a bit against 
it. Fortunately, there was no dis- 
location, X-ray photographs have 
revealed, and even if Joe misses the 
final game, his career next season 
is not likely to suffer.

ARKANSAS STUDENT EMPLOYED 
IN RUBBER EXPERIMENTS 


Sam McCulloch Coll Collecting Latex 
Producing Plants tin State for 
Edison Company.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark.—A 20- 
year-old University of Arkansas 
student, Sam McCulloch, may have 
a part in revolutionizing the rub- 
ber industry. McCulloch has been 
employed by the Edison company 
to gather specimens of plants pro- 
ducing latex, a milky substance, 
with which experiments are being 
made by experts of the Edison 
company, in the hope of securing 


the Edison company asking for 
suggestions about a student wno 
could travel Western arkansas and 
collect the plants. McCulloch was 
recommended and empivyed. fle 
bought an automobile at the Edi- 
son company’s expense and set out 
on his quest.

Pies That Are 


Indispensable 


HANKBGIVING is a family 
T cess day with traditional 

dishes much in evidence. Cer- 
pies are sacred to the feast 
and are used even if they must be 
gotten from baker or confectioner 
for the occasion. For the mince 
pies excellent mincemeat may be 
obtained canned,’ jarred or pack- 
aged nowadays so that few house- 
wives bother to make it themselves. 
But no matter how good the prod- 
uct may be, it is safe to say that 
a few more raisins, cider, chopped 
apple, butter and seasoning is gen- 
erally added by cooks who know 
the why of good things. The fol- 
lowing recipes will aid the modern 
cook in preparing the old-fash- 
loned good things for the feast. 

Pumpkin Pic. 


Cut jn pleces a good-sized yellow 
pumpkin, remove seeds and pulp, 
pare and cover with water and boil 
until very tender. Mash the pump- 
kin smooth and add to the pulp a 
teaspoonful of salt, a cupful of mo- 
lasses, a large cupful of sugar, a 
tablespoonful of ground ginger, 
four beaten eggs, a teaspoonful of 
vanilla, a tablespoonful of butter 
and a cupful of light cream. Beat 
all smooth. This amount should 
fill two large or three medium- 
sized ple plates lined with good 
chort pie crust. Bake 30 to 40 


minutes. 
Cranberry Pic. 


Wash, then stew, one quart of 
cranberries in water to cover. 
When cooked put through a _ fine 
sieve, return to the saucepan and 
add two cupfuls of sugar, cooking 
gently and skimming well for about 
12 minutes. When done turn into 
a deep pie plate lined with good 
short crust that h been baked 
but is still warm. Set aside to cool 
and when cold the pie should be 
nicely jelled. The old-fashioned 
way was to prepare the cranber- 
ries without straining, cool and 


sae 


lattice the top with half-inch strips 
of the dough. Then bake the pie, 


Old-Fashioned Apple Pie. 

Pare, core and slice thinly 12 
large tart apples. Line a deep pie 
piate with rich short crust, arrange 
the apples higher in the center so 
that the dish is full, dusting with 
gUgar and a tablespoonful of mixed 
spices, including a tablespoonful of 
ginger. Take a cupful of molasses 
and blend into it a tablespoonful of 
flour and a half teaspoonful of 
corn starch. Then turn over the 
apples. Dot with a few tiny dumps 
of butter, then put on the top crust, 
sealing the edges tightly. Put a 
small paper funnel in one of the 
vents on top to Carry off the steam 
and keep the juice from running 
out. 

Chestnut Pie. 


Line a deep pie plate with rich 
short crust, finish the edge with 
floured tines of a fork, prick the 
bottom with a steel fork in several 
places and bake a delicate brown. 
When done, drain a bottle of pre- 
served marrons and arrange them 
solid on the bottom. Scald two cup- 
fuls of rich milk, add to it a quar- 
te: cupful of cornstarch moistened 
and dissolved in a little cold water, 
a saltspoonful of salt and three- 
quarters of a cupful of sugar. Cook 
until thickened, stirring constantly, 
then turn into it a half cake of un- 


+eweetened chocolate that has been 


grated and melted. Cook gently 
five minutes. Beat the volks 
of three eggs light with a quarter 
cupful of sugar and stir into the 
mixture. Cook gently two minutes, 
remove from the fire and add a 
teaspoonful of vanilla. Cool slight- 
ly, then turn over the chestnuts. 
Cover with a meringue made of the 
whites of the eggs and two table- 
spoonfuls -of powdered sugar. 
Spread, then set in the oven long 
enough to lightly brown and cook

HE Worth midseason collec-

Food. Value 
Of the Egg

OU probably have eggs served 
Yy every morning at your break- 

fast and consume them in oth- 
er forms at that and other meals 
of the day. 

The egg is probdably the most 
widely consumed gingle article of 
diet in America, if not in the whole 
Occidental world. This is strong 
testimony that it is probably the 
best single article of diet for the 
Caucasian race, 

The egg contains 74 per cent wa- 
ter, 13 per cent proteins, 10.5 per 
cent fat and . per cent minerals, 

The yolk of the egg is composed 
of 60 per cent water, 31 per cent 
fat, 16 per cent protein and 1 per 
cent minerals. Other constituents 
are phosphorus, potash, soda, 
lime, magnesium, oxide of iron, 
sulphuric acid, fluorine and chlor- 
ine, It is this high mineral con- 
tent, and also their high vitamin 
content, that makes eggs so valu- 
able for general building purposes, 
especially for people suffering from 
anemia and tuberculosis. 

All eggs have the same _ food 
value, whatever the color of their 
shells. White of egg is made of 
a solution of proteins encased in 
a number of tiny cells. Beating 
the white breaks up the cells and 
releases the proteins, making the 
white more digestible, a theory 
that is open to more than doubt. 
This is why the doctor orders 
beaten egg-white for very sick peo- 
ple, 


The yolk of the egg is easily 


| digestible, because it is the ideal 


emulsion—that is to say its only 
elements are so finely broken up 
that they readily mix with water. 
It4s this fact that enables you to 
take as much as two beaten yolks 
at once in an eggnog, a cup of 
cafe au lait, cocoa, bouillon, milk 


‘soup, a soft custard or a steamed 


cup-custard, 

Seven to 10 eggs have the food 
value of a pound of meat, 

Some people have a food idiosyn- 
crasy that prevents them from 
tolerating eggs at all. The diges- 
tive juices produce  sulphuretted 
hydrogen or other poisons, owing 
to some peculiarity of their ac- 
tion. It is possible that some de- 
ficiency in the filtering properties 
of the liver allows the egg protein 
to enter the blood stream  un- 
changed. This causes what is 
known as “protein shock.” Very 
often for the reason I have given 
above, the yolk is tolerated where 
the white is not. 

Nobody likes an egg that is 
“pretty nearly good.” Such an egg 
is never popular. For this reason 
eggs should be fresh. A fresh egg 


will sink and a “cooking egg” will’.

A raw egg, or ene very “soft- 
cooked,” is more easily digested 
than any other protein food except 
milk, Soft-boiled eggs are digest- 
ed in 1% hours, poached eggs in 
2% hours and raw eggs in the 
same time. A beaten raw egg is 
extremely digestible, but an un- 
beaten one has cell walls which 
the digestive juices have to break 
down before it can be digested. 

Contrary to the popular notion, 
eges are not constipating. It is 
true they have not much bulk and 
that their lime content may affect 
the action of the intestines, Thea 
egg is not a complete food and 
must be combined with other foods 
to make a balanced meal. Because 
eggs lack bulk, just as cheese does, 
roughage foods should be. eaten 
alongside them. They have no 
carbohydrates, and so these must 
be taken in the form of bread or 
sugar.
